Atlanta and Fulton Must Act 
ToGet Recovery Law Benefits 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The act of the city of Atlanta 
and the county of Fulton in taking 


preliminary steps to secure their part 
of the advantage offered by the Na- 
tional Industry Recovery act, which 
puts the assistance of the federal gov- 
ernment back of public improvements, 
is timely. 

Indeed, unless the formal presenta- 
tion of Atlanta and Fulton county is 
made very soon it is probable the re- 
quest made in their behalf may be 
backed up behind a line of similar 
petitions on which action has to be 
taken before that by Atlanta is reach- 
ed and at which time the entire fund 
may have been allocated. 

It is of the utmost 
therefore, that Atlanta and 
county should act on their petition 
with all the speed possible. 

Time Required. 

Their request for participation in 
the use of this fund has to undergo 
careful investigation and it will re- 
quire weeks, or even months, to dis- 
pose of the applications already made. 

If Atlanta’s application is filed 
within the next week or so it will have 
good opportunity of securing early 
action, but if long delayed it may

CARPENTER-BEES. 

is a species of bee that is 
around Atlanta, which on) 
first sight appears to be a large bum- | 
ble-hee. It has the distinguishing |

called the carpenter-bee. 
This is one of the most appropriate 
names that I know of, for these insects 
are expert workers in wood. 

I saw the first one this spring 
on the gate to my daughters play- | 
vard. It was horing industriously into | 
the side of some yellow pine, and had 
already made a sizeable hole when I 
discovered it. Not exactly relishing 
the idea of the insect frightening the 
baby, I killed this specimen | and 
mounted it. Since then I have found 
six other nests near my house. and all 
of them are nearly completed. 

These bees select a substantial piece 
of timber, such as a joist, and bein 
to Znaw into it across the grain, Aft- 
er they have penetrated for an inch 
and a half. they turn dewn the grain 
and continue to tunnel. until thev 
have excavated a hole about half an 
diameter and eight or nine | 
inches long. Afi er the tunael is 
completed and cleaned, the eggs are 
laid in a single row, and each egg is | 
sealed into a chamber to itself. Upon
